— The Duke of 
Devonshire, Liberal-Unionist, has 
Issued an important election 
manifesto, in which be virtually 
advises the free trade Unionists to 
support the Liberal candidates rather 
than the protection unlonistH, by treat- 
ing! the home rule question as a mere 
side issue. He dealt the strongest 
blow yet delivered against Mr. Bal- 
four's election tactics. The Duke as- 
serts that there Is no indication that 
the opinion of the country lias changed 
since the rejection of the last home 
rule bill and that it is in the highest 
degree Improbable that the govern- 
ment of Sir Henry Oampbell-Hanner- 
man will Incur the risk of introducing 
another such measure in the next 
parliament, Therefore, he says, the 
question of free trade versus protec- 
tion must bo the prime factor In the 
coming elections, and he declares there 
must be no deviation. The Duke con- 
fesses that he knows 'no more now 
than when he left the late govern- 
ment of what Is implied by 

The Balfour Scheme 
which its authors declare to be accept- 
able to free traders and protectionists 
alike. On the other hand, he says, 
there Is no ambiguity about the Cham- 
berlain propaganda, '"-hich is avowedly 
protectionist. The manifesto con- 
cludes that the Unionist party organ- 
ization has largely been captured. by 
the protectionist wing, and that, should 
the party become predominantly pro- 
tectionist, there will be either real 
danger to free trade or the prospect of 
the exclusion of the Unionist party for 
an indefinite period from either power 
or influence. In conclusion the Duke 
declares that tlie duty ot the Unionist 
free traders is to take such action as 
will prove that tlie Unionist party as 
a whole, whether in power or in oppo- 
sition, is still uncommitted to a retro- 
grade ilscal policy, by whomsoever it 
may be proposed.

As a result of diligent inquiry among 
the Indians residing in the vicinity of 
Englishman'^ river — one of the wildest 
and least frequented portions of Van- 
couver Island— where the Mowgli was 
seen a number of times, Mr. King has 
unearthed a new and somewhat start- 
ling theory to account for the origin of 
the strange being. The theory he made 
•public today for the first lime, although 
in' has implicit? believed in it all along, 
and so do all tlie Indians in that dis- 
trict. ' 

'Some twenty-eight years ago a large 
ediip was wrecked on Vancouver Isl- 
and some distance north of English- 
man's river. Some of the crew perish- 
ed, and some were saved. The sur- 
vivors were afterwards nlnssncri.il by the 
Indians, and to punish the latter a war- 
ship was sent up from 'Victoria— but 
that is another story, in the cargo of 
this ship was a full-grown gorilla— one 
of the crew ever captured— which was 
being I (.ken to Bnghuid for the Zoologi- 
cal gardens. The animal's cage was 
washed off the deck and broken in the 
surf, allowing the animal to escape. It 
was seen a number of times afterwards 
on the shore hy the survivors. For a 
number of years following the-' gorilla 
created consternation and horror among 
some of the Indian camps and the na- 
tive*! tell growsome tales of the animal 
having carried off a young squaw, who 
was not seen afterward. The Indians 
assert that this wild man is tlie de- 
scendant of the escaped gorilla. 

"The theory seems to lite to he tin* 
only way to account for the origin of 
tlie est range being t hat I saw a little 
over a year ago," said Sir. King in dis- 
cussing the mutter. "For even if a 
man lived in n wild state from birth 
he could not have assumed the apelike 
attributes possessed by this creature 
which I saw. 1 came up by accident, 
ami was only about twenty-live feel 
away when it caught sight of me. The 
Mowgli. or whatever you like to call it, 
was squatted down like a monkey be- 
.side a little ktrelltn. It was washing a 
kind of wild onion that we prospectors 
sometimes eat when we run short of 
provisions. I thought it was a bear nt 
□rst, but when it heard ine and straight- 
ened up 1 brought my rifle up to my 
shoulder, for it was the .strangest sight 
I ever expect In set eyes oil. 

Pecuhar Encounter 

"Imagine' meeting in file depths of a 
lonely forest nil animal in the shape 
of ii man. standing over six feet high, 
and covered all over with long coarse 
black hair, which oil some portions of 
the body was n foot long. The fore- 
head was low mid retreating, and its 
small eyes glared at me in surprise for 
an instant. .Inst below the eyes the 
hair on the face of the creature was 
tshori, but everywhere else it was long 
and shiny, and on the hand the hair 
hung down below the finger ends. The 
being stood quite straight for a moment 
in surprise, and seemed to me to weigh 
about two hundred and forty pounds. 
If it had taken one step inward me I 
would have sent a bullet through it, for 
I had ir covered with my rifle. But aft- 
er glaring at mo for a moment it ut- 
tered a cry— a lialf-huinan sort of grunt 
—am! grasping a branch nearby, hoisted 
itself up the bank of the creek and ran 
away, through the underbrush, slightly 
bending as it did so. with tlie speed of 

a startled deer. 

Interesting Footprints 

"1 examined the creature's footprints 
afterward. Its feet were short and very 
broad. I noticed the heel came hack 
almost to the point, like that of a go- 
rilla. The armful of wild onions that 
i! had been cleaning at the little stream 
were as nicely done up as if a human 

'being hail prepared them." 

Mr. King is interested in large tim- 
ber and mining venture in Mexico, in 
which a number of British Columbia 
capitalists arc shareholders, lie slates 
that the Vaqui Indians which were un- 
til recently a continual .source of dan- 
ger and trouble, arc nearly all being 
removed by the government to Yucatan 
where they are .being settled on large 
reservations.

The casual visitor to Victoria on 
New Year's Eve might well be par- 
doned for assuming that the "yellow 
peril" bad materialized In the capital 
city, for never within the memory of 
the oldest inhabitant has the old year 
been ushered out and the new one in 
to such a combination of discordant 
sounds and noise-producing Instru- 
ments of torture us was heard when 
the chicle struck the midnight hour, 
From the post office to Johnson street 
and up Yates street to Douglas the 
sidewalks were literally strewn with 
confetti. Hundreds — and it would not 
strain the veracity o£ the chronicler to 
say thousands — of young people were 
congregated to render tlie occasion one 
of boisterous joy. With good- 
liumoreel tolerance the guardians of 
the peace were oblivious to the many 
pranks which were being played 
around them. 

Showers of rockets darted Into the 
midnight sky, Roman candles shot 
forth their luminous bulls of colored 
lire, and every kind of cracker, from 
the harmless looking Chinese bunch 
to the thunderous bomb, filled the ali- 
as with the crack of artillery. .Nor 
were the youthful spirits of the happy 
throngs satisfied with these mani- 
festations of hilarity, which they con- 
siderately supplemented with tin 
horns, whistles, cymbals, drums and 
nameless instruments constructed with 
the sole object of emitting inharmoni- 
ous sounds.

MINER FALLS TO DEATH. 

The Whltehorse Stat- of December 
23 -says: B. E. Klssam, a miner in 
the Kluane district, fell over a steep 
precipice while hunting mountain 
sheep on Canada Creek, in the Kluane 
district, on Monday, the 11th Instant, 
and a.s the body had not been discov- 
ered at lust accounts, the .supposition 
Is that he was either killed by the fall 
or was injured to such am extent that 
he was unable to help himself anil 
froze to death at the bottom of the 
canyon. , 

The story of the sad accident was 
brought to town yesterday evening in 
a letter from ex-Sergeant George M. 
Graham to Billy Walmsley. The letter 
was brought in by ex-Sergeant Mc- 
Laughlin, wdio confirms the story. The 
portion of the letter which refers to 
the accident says : 

"The Kluane district lias claimed Its 
first victim. A New iforker named 
Klssam was sheep hunting on Mon- 
day, I he 11 th, on Canada Creek, and, 
not returning to camp in the evening, 
his partner, young Pete McClellan, 
hunted for him all Monday 'night and 
Tuesday, but without success. 

"Wednesday night won! of Hie man's 
disappearance come to Kluane elty, 
and the same night a searching party 
with two dog teams started out. The 
search began at daylight Thursday, 

and on Friday KlSSam's tracks were 
found in Hie snow fur above the lim- 
ber line, and followed to a point where 
he had evidently fallen down a deep 
draw between the dill's. Having no 
creepers on his boots, he evidently 
could not stop himself once he was 
started going down. As the party 
had not sufficient rope to reach the 
bottom of the draw, they returned to 
■Silver yesterday (Saturday, the 16th) 
and will leave early tomorrow with a 
full equipment of rope, creepers, etc..

Being a skilled 
mechanic, carpenter, he had work with 
Could & Simpson the remainder of the 
season. He left hero for Kluane the' 
1 7th or 18th of October.

If the 
promises are true, the l essary con- 
clusion is thai the poultry exhibition hns 
produced valuable results. What are 
some of thorn? 

li has increased tl mil. or of poul- 
try breeders and the number of fowls 
bred. 

The multiplication of poultry breeders 
and of poultry products are facts thai 
1he public ought to he profoundly grate- 
ful for. Dressed poultry and fresh eggs 
are healthful and palatable food, The 
food products of a nation constitute one 
of its chief sources of wealth. 

Poultry exhibitions by increasing the 
supply of food products, add to the nat- 
ional wealth anil multiply the national 
comfort. And while the supply has been 
somewhat increased, there has been even 
a greater increase in the demand for 
poult ry products. 

So long ns this demand exist 
us there are hundreds and thousands of 
families that cannot be supplied with 
healthful poultry ami eggs, hut are oblig- 
ed to he content With unwholesome salt 
pork and potatoes; so long ns the demand 
so much exceeds the supply ns to enhance 
the price of stlcll food products to II 

prohibitive poini anion- the poorer 
classes of people, so long have poultry 
exhibitions an important work to per- 
form. 

The poultry exhibition has also effect- 
ed the substitution of improved breeds 
of fowls. This lias boon one of ils most 
important works. By improved breeds 
is not meant merely fowls that are more 
symmetrical in figure and more attractive 
in plumage, hut those thai 
profitable, thai will lav more 

year, or will make more 
fro inns lo decry the fancy. 

Breeding for beauty is a 
worthy end. !i is worth Hi 
breed n fowl that is elegant in Ofipoor- 
mice and will score high in thd nineties, 
and at the same time brood n prolific 
layer or a superb table fowl. 

Poultry brooders ami poultry fanciers, 
encouraged and stimulatctad by the poul- 
try exhibition, have not only addod grace 
and beauty to the outward appearance of 
fowls, but have developed and perfected 
utilitarian varieties that pay a larger 



percentage of profit and that hold a po- 
sition among the common fowls of the 
country today unahigous* to that held 
by Jerseys and Shorthorns among the 
herds of native cattle. 

The poultry exhibition has created 
and maintained n high price for strictly 
fancy fowls. At the time of the estab- 
lishment of poultry exhibitions in tlii> 
country, .$10 was considered an ex- 
travagant price for a pair of fowls. But 
such figures no longer occasion comment. 
Thousands of fowls change hands annu- 
ally at as high or higher figures. 

Not long ago a rose combed Black Mi- 
norca sold for the sum of $1,000, and 1 
have it. from good nuthoritiy that $800 
■was offered and refused for the prize win- 
ning Bronze turkey at St. Louis World's 
Fair. 

In England, where poultry exhibitions 
arc much more numerous thn nin this 
country, ninny birds are annually sold 
for prices ranging from .SHOO to .$000. 

The general public, then, and the poul- 
try fanciers are alike interested in the 
ttpport and maintenance of the | 
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the production of the most nutritious 
food which itself will consume. 

So then let all true fanciers come forth 
and exhibit. 
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A WET SEASON. 

Report From North Says Past Season 
Was the Worst for Years. 

A report from the North, referring 
to the Dominion salmon hatchery on 
the Skeena River, says that the past 
season has been the worst for rain 
for many years. From the middle of 
September up to the end of November 
there bad been only about live or six 
days of line weather. This interfered 
In no small way With the work at the 
hatchery, as Hoods wer 
occurrence. 

On September 21 ther 
sudden rising In the rlvi 
l ied away several of the fences which I 
were in the river, and also took away 
entirely one of the pens In which sev- 
eral hundred soclteyes were enclosed I 
and ready for spawning. 

In spite of these difficulties, the work 
was continued and the fences again 
put In place. At the end of the sea- 
son the officer In charge had the 
hatchery full of splendid sockeyo ova. 
It is estimated that the spawn secured 
Will number 8,028,000, all In splendid 
condition. The season has therefore 
been a successful one. 

A Hood In the Lakelse River, on 
Which the hatchery Is located, oc- 
curred OJ1 November 18. This Is re- 
ported to have been the worst of the 
season. The water rose over the 
banks so that, there were two inches 
on the Hour of the hatchery, Trees 
washed out by the roots earno down 
the river, and the employees of the 
hatchery feared that the works would 
be damaged. Towards the end of No- 
vember the Hoods subsided, the 
weather becoming colder. The super- 
intendent Is Thomas Whitwell, for- 
merly of Victoria. 



THE SHINGLE SITUATION. 

Review by Chairman MoNair of the 
Shingle Manufacturers' Association. 

Mr. McNair was asked to express his 
views as to the shingle sit tuition in this 
province. He shid that the shingle sit- 1 
nation, although it had improved in the 
lust year was still far from satisfac- 
tory, •'and would have to be still far- 
ther improved before it would ho re- 
munerative. The increased price of 
shingles had been forced upon the mills 
as a result of the increased pit<te| «f 
raw material, shingle bolts having ad- 
vanced seventy-live cents, and cedar 
logs being very high. And wdiile the 
raw material is much higher 111 price 
it is also much harder to obtain, tints 
greatly increasing the expense and dif- 
ficulties In making shingles. 

On the other hand the situation had 
improved somewhat on account of some 
of the shingle mills being destroyed by 
fire during the year and a good many 
shingle machines being put out of use, 
and not replaced, thus lessening the dan- 
ger of overproduction. 

There was a slightly better demand 
from the Fast, the mills having shut 
down on the rusted States Pacific ("oast 
prevented overproduction on the United 
Slates side, am! removed the danger of 
American shingles being 

Dumped on the Canadian Market 
The fact Unit half the mills in British

A REVIEW OF 1905. 

The your which closed at midnight, 
December 31st, will probably rank hi 
history as one of. the most momentous 
years of the century. The greatest wav 
Which has taken place since the Ameri- 
can rebellion, at all events, since tho 
Franeo-Uernuin war of over thirty years 
ago, was concluded by what was .prac- 
tically an overwhelming defeat of the 
Russians, though nominally by a treaty 
of peace. As one txf the results of this 
war, Great Britain entered into an si 1 - 
lianoe with Japan, ami lias also ar- 
rived at a most excellent understand- 
ing with France, and the year closes 
with the Empire on a bettor basis of 
relations with the other great 'Powers, 
than has existed for one hundred years. 

Other important events have includ- 
ed the separation of Norway and Swed- 
en, the revolution in 'Russia, the open- 
ing up of the Moroccan question, the 
reform political movements in the 
United .States, the exposures incident 
to investigation of the large insurance 
companies of that country, tho resigna- 
tion of the Balfour ministry, and the, 
formation of the Liberal government un- 
der CamiNbell-Bannerman, the political 
crisis in India which led to the resigna- 
tion of Lord Curzon as Viceroy, and 
the re-organizntion of the Panama Can- 
al Commission. We have) added to the 
foregoing, the great impel us to the 
movement for fiscal reform in Grent 
Britain, the problems created by the 
great masses of unemployed in England, 
the Coolie disturbances in South Africa, 
and the unprecedented prosperity and 
abundant crops, that have characterized 
the year in Canada and the United 
States. Our readers will admit that it 
would be difficult to crowd into the 
space of twelve months, so tnary things 
of epoch-making importance, as belong 
to the record of the year just closed. 

It is not easy to adequately review the 
happenings of 1005 in the short space 
available in the editorial columns, es- 
pecially when ,<o much Of the space 
of the -Colonist this morning is taken up 
with the local developments in the in- 
dustrial and commercial Held. 

Turning to the war between Japan 
and Russia, which stood out most 
prominent: the land operations were 
simply a continuation of the successes 
of the Japanese in the previous year, 
culminating in the great victory ob- 
tained by Field-Marshal Oyannt, over 
General Kuropatkin in the memorable 
battle of Mukden, to which point in 
Manchuria the 'Russians bail been 
steadily driven from the South, in a 
series of hard fought and masterly en- 
gagements. At the close of the war. 
tlie two armies, largely reinforced, had 
lined up for a life and death struggle, 
in which nearly one million soldiers 
were ready to engage. Simultaneously 
with the offensive preparations of the 
Japanese on land, for the striking of 
tin' final blow, wan the signal perfor- 
mance of Admiral Togo, who met the 
Baltic licet, under Commander Ro.jost- 
vensky, and practically annihilated it. 
thus reducing the chances of Russian 
success to the poinl of zero. The po- 
sition was apparently hopeless, and even 
if General Linevitoh, upon whom the 
command of the Russian armies had 
devolved, could have kept the Japanese 
army at hay, or even defeated them in 
the expected battle, the Russians had 
lost; too many points in the game to 
succeed. The hopelessness of their po- 
sition was further emphasized by the 
internal state of affairs, which only re- 
quired the coming to an end of tho war, 
to manifest itself in symptoms of revo- 
lution. 'Nominally, through the Inter- 
vention "i President Roosevelt, the I vyo 
governments agreed to peace negotia- 
tions and a temporary cessation of hos- 
tilities. The .results we know, in peace 
terms, which 'by the masterly finesse of 
M. iSergius Witte, were more favorable 
to Russia than the fortunes of war 
would have suggested, or than were real- 
ly deserved or justified. Closely follow- I 
ing upon (lie treaty of pence, was nn- 
UOtlllCcd the alliance between Grcal 
Britain ami Japan, which contemplated | 
and assured a complete understanding 
between these two nations, and by which 
each is pledged to defend the ofhor 
against aggression within certain terri- 
torial or diplomatic areas. So fur as the 
British Umpire is concerned, this may 
1)0 said to be the most important result 
of the war. 

To Russia, the war in itself had per- 
haps less serious consequences than j 
what followed in the heart of the Czar's 
domains. No sooner had peuce been 1 
declared than the revolutionary t-leincnhs 
manifested themselves, at points wide- 
ly apart and for various reasons, M. 
Wit ic. who had earned great prestige 
with the. (Joverniudut and people ot | 



mania and AuHtrla-HunKury each 1ms 
had a crisis to deal with. The prob- 
lem involved in the last-named Is 
somewhat allied with that of Norway 
and Sweden, but niunli more difficult. 
France completed In 1905 the separa- 
tion of church and stale, and abolished 
the concordat of Napoleon. The allied 
powers have forced the Sultan of Tur- 
key to concede., them financial control 
of Macedonia, and armed mountaineers 
have kept alive the perennial warfare 
In the Balkans. The Czar has sum- 
moned another Hague conference, and 
In August last there was an| inter- 
national peace conference held at 
Brussels, the signs ot the times thus 
pointing more and more to tho ulti- 
mate goal of arbitration for the settle- 
ment of all International disputes. 

Great Britain, with expanding com- 
merce and prosperity in certain lines 
of industry, nevertheless suffered in- 
ternally from a lack of employment 
for her people, the natural and logical 
outcome of free trade carried to its 
ultimate conclusion. We have re- 
ferred to the political crisis which 
brought about the resignation of one 
ministry and the formation of another, 
one the direct antithesis of the other 
iir,' "the" Associated j in all Its political and mental charac- 
terlstlcs. Wales experienced a re- 
markable religious revival, which ex- 
tended also to the city of London; 
while in Scotland the two branches of 
the Presbyterian Church have been 
able to reconcile their differences by 
compromise in the division of church 
properties. 



Russia, on account of has brilliant ser- 
vices in trend,. - -milking, or in other 
words, in inn In UK the very best of :t 
bad case, immediately became I he cen- 
tral figure in Russian affairs, and to htm 
t lie Czar naturally turned aa his chief 
adviser and his greatest hope at a criti- 
cal juncture. lie had long been re- 
garded as the strongest, and most pro- 
gressive of Russian statesmen; he had 
not only deinoust rated his great financial 
ability and resource, as well as tre- 
mendous energy and force of character, 
but he had remained free from the in- 
fluence' of graft, which had honey- 
combed the whole political system of his 
country. While not radical, or even 
identified with the Liberal party, he had 
nevertheless studied the needs of his 
country, and saw that some measure 
of representative government, in har- 
mony with tlie spirit of the age, was 
necessary, and he advised His Majesty 
to concede large measures of political 
reform. He became .Prime Minister 
and was entrusted witli the task of car- 
rying his policy into effect. .In the dis- 
organized, distracted, and disaffected 
i lition of the country, the task he un- 
dertook, at once became herculean. A 
new constitution, in which tlie Czar be- 
came a limited monarch, was proclaimed 
Tlie censorship of the press was re- 
moved and a greater measure of liberty 
in all matters was extended to all (lass- 
es of Russia. The Prime Minister's 
tusk was rendered doubly difficult and 
disappointing from the fact that the an- 
ticipated support of the Liberal element 
of Russia was lacking, and the new 
found liberty only added lire to the zeal 
of the revolutionaries. Serious uprisings 
took place, terrible massacres occurred 
and industrial strikes became genera!, 
to quell which, resort to severe military 
measures was necessary. On the 
last day ot the 

Press announced that in the opinion 
of tlie government, the backbone of the 
revolution had been .broken, and that 
whiie tlie revolution would continue, it 
would be confined to peaceful and con- 
stitutional channels. If this be true, 
we may look forward to a gradual re- 
organization of the Empire on tlie lines 
laid down by Premier Witte, and that 
permanent order may he evolved out of 
present chaos. 

At one time during tlie year, a serious 
rupture of International relations, ns 
among Germany, France and Great 
Britain, seemed to be imminent, over 
the Moroccan question. Emperor Wil- 
liam intervened in tlie Franeo-Moroe- 
ean affair in his usual spectacular milli- 
ner, it was t'hought he took the stand 
he did, insisting upon recognition in all 
arrangements between President Loubet, 
of France, and Sultan Azziz, and think- 
ing Unit Russia n isolation through tlie 
war would permit him to control the 
balance of power on the Continent. It 
is possible, too, that he 1 desired to weaken 
the Anglo-French understanding. Noth- 
ing more serious happened however, 
than the downfall of the French minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs, M. Delcasse, 
acknowledged to be one of the ablest of 
French statesmen, which undoubtedly 
was achieved by the diplomacy of the 
Kaiser. French prestige in Morocco 
probably remains stronger than before, 
and professions of friendly regard to- 
wards both France and Great Britain, 
have been forthcoming from the German 
Emperor and German, statesmen, with 
pence relations more assured than ever. 
Whatever effect Empciiir >\ illiniii « 
stagey visit '•: ins .Royal yacht to 
the King of Sweden and the Czar of 
Russia was intended lo have, was 
promptl) counteranced by a review in 
force of the British fleet in .Northern 
waters, Britain's prestige remaining un- 
disputed. 

Another great ehnnyc in European af- 
fairs took place in the separation of 
Norway and Sweden. About the middle 
of the year, Norway declared for inde- 
pendence, and possibility of war again 
loomed on the horizon. King Oscar of 
Sweden at first took a decided stand 
against the attitude of -Norway, but the 
latter was insistent and determined, 
and the good sense of the two countries 
finally prevailed. It became evident to 
the government and people of Sweden, 
that a union which could only he main- 
tained at the expense of a resort to 
arms, could not be a lasting or satisfac- 
tory one, and the details were uuiicublv 
arranged, and iPrince Charles of Den- 
mark was selected as King Haakon 
VI 1; and within six niontht'. a complete 
hut peaceful revolution was l (Teeted. 
The example of Norway may have oth- 
er and important consequences. Hun- 
gary has ambitions to separate from 
Austria, ami has already made a signili- 
cent move in that direction. Whether I 
will be- as successful and expeditious 
in the latter ease as in the former, re- 
mains to be seen. 

In South Africa, the matter of great- 
est interest to the British Empire was 
tlie latest link in the chain, binding 
Cairo to tlie Cape, in the opening of 
the giant bridge over tlie gorge of the 
Zambesi at Victoria Fulls, practically 
opening free traffic from the long dia- 
meter of the Continent, and the coun- 
try, lately a field of exploration only, is 
now served by the most "modern railway 
trains. The other events of importance 
is the granting of Home Rule to the 
Transvaal and the np|K)iutment of Lord 
Selborne as High Commissioner, in the 
stead of Lord Milncr. The first task 
nf the new governor was the investiga- 
tion of the Coolie trouble, which at one 
time- promised lo be moot embarrassing, 
With characteristic energy, he made a 
most thorough report on the situation, 
ami formulated a plan of operatiou for 
the settlement of the difficulties, which 
if permitted to remain, will no doubt af- 
ford a permanent solution. Germany, 
in dealing witli her colony to the Soutil- 
W'est has been less fortunate than 
Great Britain. Her troubles with the 
IB rrerros has cost her $05,000,000 ami 
many lives to date, and the end is not 
yet in sight, 

In India we have had a strained 
political situation over tlie conflict In 
authority between the civil and mili- 
tary heads In control there, wltfi the I 
result that Lord Kitchener was sus- 
tained by the Imperial authorities, and 
that Lord Curzon resigned. It win 
inevitable as a choice between two 
diametrically opposite policies that 
either one or the other of these two 
strong rncn would resign, compromise, 
consistent with the positions they had 
assumed, being Impossible. It is a 
great question which of the two were, 
right, or nearest right, in the interests r ; l( !', ul " 
of tlie Empire. The government acted 
and the situation was relieved. Lord 
MlntO has succeeded Lord e'urzon ns 
viceroy, and, needless to say, bis ap- 
pointment was exceedingly popular in 
Canada, and we are probably right en 
saying in India ns well, because what- 
ever else Lord Curzon was. be was 
not a favorite there. Apart, from the 
war, the scene of which was in Asia, 
there Was tho significant movement 
throughout the Orient to boycott, 
American goods. This arises from a 
feeling and a condition of affairs that 
may have far-reaching results for the 
continent of America. • it is allied 
with and is part of the awakening of 
China to n sense of its own dignity 
and possibilities as a nation with 
400,000,000 of people.

Theory of the Arc— Paper Pipes for Gas— Altitude of Northern Lights— The

The electric are has been explained by 
Prof. .1. J. Thompson on the assumption 
that the positive and negative electrodes 
emit eleetrilied corpuscles or ions which, 
under the influence of electric repulsion, 
travel across the space of the arc, and 
bombard the opposite electrode. The elec- 
tric current itself is .supposed to he con- 
veyed by these ions, and their bombard-' 
nient produces the high 1 temperature of 
the electrodes. In a sliritjsh IloyuJ So- 
ciety paper, Mr. A, A.. 0. Swiiiton de- 
sehihos experiments "with 'ji jniljjnbt* 
showing that' positively and negatively 
charged particles actually do cross in the 
•arc, proving as he believes,, the absolute 
correctness of bud theory. 

(jus pipes of paper, as tried in Europe, 
are reported to have advantages and are 
very tight and cheaper than metal. In 
tnaking them, Manila paper is first cut 
into strips having a width equal to the 
length of the section. The .strips arc dip- 
ped into melted asphalt, tightly 'wound 
to the right thickness around a eor.> of 
iron rod or pipe, ami coated under pres- 
sure with u layer of .sand. The core be- 
ing then removed, the outside of the 
pipe is waterproofed. 

The height of the aurora borealis seems 
to vary greatly. The spectral light lias 
been seen touching the earth in Arctic 
regions, but. measurements made during 
a recent aurora near London show thnt 
the red could not have 'been much less 
than (100 miles high, the green being 
much nearer the earth's surface. 

Late observation has suggested that 
the disintegration products of radioact- 
ive elements do not always yield helium, 
ami that silver is formed by the disinte- 
gration of lead. 

An engineering surprise is the warmth 
of city subways. It was expected that 
these, like cellars, would be wanner than 
the outer air in winter and cooler Jn 
summer, but experience has shown that 
they are always warmer unless artifici- 
ally cooled. This is partly due to the 
heat from the respiration of passengers 
nnd parrtly to that from the transforma- 
tion of the energies brought into use for 
lighting and for traction. The air of the 
tunnels of the Paris. Metropolitan, and the 
New York subway is found to he about 
(! degrees K. warmer in summer than 
that outside, and it is estimated that 
to keep the variation down to this limit 
in the Xew York subway the air must be 
renewed about 200 times every twenty- 
four hours. Forced ventilation by fans 
seems necessary to make such tunnels 
endurable in the hottest weather. 

About live fires per week were set in 
London last' yenr" by petroleum lamps. 
This gives importance to (lie problem of 
producing a cheap safety lump, and an 
association' of the tending English groc- 
ers has offered a handsome prize for a 
lamp costing not more than fifty cents, 
that shall be as safe, as a common can- 
dle under all conditions of ignorance or 
carelessness. Though this is the fifth 
time the prize has been offered, no sntis- 
fuctotry invention has bee found.,, , „.,. 

A Japanese beetle, of a species lis yef 
undetermined; lately' came into- the pos- 
session of Prof. Bmythe, a Topekn ento- 
mologist, in a siugiilar'wa.v. Hearing a 
faint gnawing sound in a Japanese 
flower-stand, the owner bored into the 
wood, when he discovered the beetle 
larva, which had been there., several 
years. Since reaching the open air. the 
worm -lias developed wings and grown 
into n line specimen.,. 

The present decay of the land is 
found by Sir Archibald (ieikie to he sulli- 
cienf, even should it not be accelerated, 
to reduce the dry land to the level of the 
sea, and threaten another Hood, in A 
comparatively short time. 

Invinsible platinum wire is stated to 
have been drawn by the late Henry F. 
Itead a third of a century ago. Several 
yards were made, 'in lengths of three feet 
or less, and when wound upo na white 
•card it could he felt but ordinarily could 
not he seen .although its shadow was vis- 
ible. The wire was drawn through, as 
fine a hole as could he conveniently drill- 
ed. When the platinum was reduced to 
this size it was coated with silver and 
again drawn through I lie die. This was

THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Small Louses for the Year Reflect 
Credit on Local Fire Fighters, 

Whatever else Victoria may be able 
to boast of, It should certainly be 
proud of the work of the tire depart- 
ment, under the capable control of 
Chief Watson. The record of 1905 
speaks for Itself. At a coat of 
$28,305 (for this covers the total 
maintenance of the department), build- 
ings vulued on the ussesinent roll at 
$9,623,590 have been protected from the 
ravages of the, and that so effectively 
that the total losses of the year only, 
aggregate the Insignificant sum' of 
$20,097. Fire loss and maintenance of 
department added equal one-half of 
one percent. Of thlis, no less than Jlo,- 
000 is attributed to the lire In the 
Lena & Leiser factory January, so that 
for the following eleven months of the 
year the totul losses were 45,000— a 
truly splendid record. This was not 
due to lack of Ores, us a. perusal of the 
figures glve.i below will show, but to 
promptness and skill In dealing with 
the various outbreaks. It Is true that 
the calls were fewer this year than 
last — 113 against 125 — but the differ- 
ence Is not great, and many of the 
outbreaks would have resulted In ex- 
tensive llres and heavy losses of they 
had been allowed to muke headway. 
All excellent illustration of this was 
afforded to the Colonist representative, 
who called upon Mr. Watson to obtain 
the statistics for the year. Whilst 
making the necessary abstracts from 
his books, an alarm rang. The chief 
sprang to his feet and vanished. 
Rushing downstairs as speedily as pos- 
sible, the Colonist representative was 
just In time to see him dash out of 
the lire station In a buggy. Not tea 
seconds had elapsed, and lie must 
have dropped through a trapdoor. In 
twenty seconds more the lust of the 
hose wagons hud left and Die whole 
outfit was rapidly disappearing down 
Johnson street. On reaching: the 
scene of the lire, an old Chinese frnme 
store opposite the 33. & N. olllces, two 
minutes later, the reporter found noth- 
ing but smoke; the lire had been ex- 
tinguished. This Is a very prosaic 
instance, and no doubt accords with 
the majority of the 113 calls rung In 
during the year, but promptness saved 
the duy. and the city could not ask 
more. 

The Department Equipment 

The- equipment with which the fire 
department does such admirable work 
consists of three steamers, one aerial 
truck, one steam and chemical engine, 
2 combination chemical and nose wag- 
ons, engines, one hose wagon, one hose 
carriage, one chief's buggy and 1U 
horses. The staff includes one chief, 
one assistant chief, two captains, one 
electrician, two engineers, 10 drivers, 
10 firemen and one office boy. The 
whole of the men are on duty all the 
time, with the exception of three hours 
a day for meals, and one day a week 
off. The efficiency; of the department, 
high as it Is, would be increased, espe- 
cially in case of a lurge tire if there 
were a greater water pressure. The 
gravity pressure is about 75 pounds, 
which Is equal to an approximate col- 
umn of 150 feet. This pressure Is In- 
creased to 100 pounds when the chemi- 
cal engines are in operation, but It Is 
a not unimportant factor in consider- 
ing the adoption of any new water pro- 
ject to bear In mind how much better 
protection would b'e afforded to nearly 
$10,000,000 worth of buildings if the 
city could command « gravity pressure 

of 150 to 200 pounds.

It is a -matter of history/ ami 
almost of common knowledge, how/this 
strong combine has been favored by 
treaty and legislation and how iby reason 
of the favors enjoyed by its great rival 
the Victoria Sealing company carries 
on its operations under many disadvan- 
tages. For instance, its catch is practi- 
cally confined to the months of August 
and September, because its vessels may 
not cross the rnbleon, to wit., the 180t'/ 
parallel, until August 1st, and stress of 
weather rarely permits them to remain 
within the tiO mile limit nfter September 
30th. Si ill in spite of these drawbacks 
the Alaska compnuy docs not have 
things all its own way, and certainly the 
American people pay the piper for the 
luxury of enjoying n monopoly, of the 
Prybllbff islands as a. seal preserve., 

With one combine there is naturally 
one price, aUd that pi-ice rules from 7."S 
pur cent to 1(K) per cent, higher in the 
United Stales than in England. For in- 
stance, skins of the sume grade, "best 
pup," which realized $20 iu London at 
the salu of lfKH fetchep 5 $41 in New York 
and this is about the usual ratio. This 
high price is maintained by purely arti- 
ficial means, the resort to a prohibitive 
tariff even not being deemed sufficient 
to meet the case. So by treaty and 
statutory enactment no Canadian com- 
pany can send a single skin into the 
United States, on any terms. 

This year however, the relative posi- 
tions have been slightly niuilitied hy a 
sharp rise of 40 per cent in -prices on the 
I^jtidon market.

VITAL STATISTICS. 

Low Mortality Rate Attests Salubrious 
Climate of Victoria. 

The vital statistics of the city of 
Victoria, as furnished by the registrar- 
general, Mr. S. Y. Wootton, are ex- 
tremely interesting and will well repay 
ttudy. They conclusively prove that 
It is an extremely healthy place, the 
number of deaths having fallen from 
350 la.-U year to ^20 this, and showing 
the very favorable percentage, on tile 
present estimated population of Vic- 
toria (26,500) of 12.S per thousand— on a 
of the lowest in tho Dominion. 

Similarly the birth rate la euuallv 
gratlfylngr, registering 500 this year, as 
ngalnst 471 last, and a percentage on 
the same population basis of 19.0 per 
thousnnd, which is decidedly favorable. 

The number and the ratio of mar- 
riages, to population Is hardly so 
favorable, as it has fallen from 284 last 
year to 211 this, but It must be re- 
membered that the returns are not 
complete, and a number of licences 
have been Issued which have not yet 
been consummated. Still, with every 
allowance, It looks as if the total will 
be below that of last year. It does 
not fall within the duties of the regis- 
trar-general to ofTer any explanation 
of this anomaly, and It may perhaps 
have lo be assigned lo the "Barkis is 
not wlllln"' series. There is one very 
remarkable circumstance — that the 
births registered in December are 93, 
whereas the average per month for 
the whole year Is only 42.

Formed By Chanch

aud despatched to the seene. \\ Idle 
hunting for other hones of the rrleera- 
tops the fossil hunters came across cue 
'JFyrnnnosuurus by mere chance. He is 

believed to have weighed about thirtj 
tons when stripped and ready for battle 
when, in Other words; in the prime ol his 
powers. As vou may remember, the 
giant Hi-ontosaurus weighed nearly 
eighty tuns; but compared with the 
IVranildsaurus as a lighter he was but 
as nh nhwleJdly elephant beside n royal 
man eater of the jungle. 

A Most Agile Fighter. 

For the Tyrnnnqjsauru's was not only 
formidable in' weight, but was the most 
acile monster of his generation. Lnie 
his foot covered an- area of "bout twelve 
square feet, but it .was built for agility 
us well us strength, being shaped like 
the root of a bird, with three enormous 
toes in front and one extending buek- 
•ward. Bach section or Ins gigantic 
backbone was ten inches in diameter. Ins 
thigh bone was six feet long, ami he 
probably measured 40 feet from head to 
tail tip. . , , . , . 

Hut, ns was unusual with prehistoric 
nnrmalss, he was admirably constructed 
to walk nr.. light erect on his hind legs 
The fore logs, or paws, being used to 
defend himself, .while most of his attack- 
ing and renOing were done with Ins 
teeth And such ruzor-edged teeth as 
they were and still are! The Jawbone 
measures between three and four feet, 
and many of the teeth are a foot long. 
The Fabled Griffin. 

While tlie dinosaurs exceeded in size 
the family of Tyraimosaurus, the former 
were herbivorous, while the hitter were 
ciruivora. As Dr. Brown ventured, the 
•TvianiiosMurus was so formidable a fight- 
ing machine that he easily preyed upon 
herbivorous neighbors twice his own size. 

According to Dr. Brown die newly- 
found Tvrannosaurus Hex is the nearest 
approach n. life rubied grifflri that arc n- 
ncologi.il or geologist has ever discover- 
ed. Since bis' comparatively light skele- 
ton is a walking, riinnthg, or Hying ad- 
aptation, 'rather than a swimming one, 
the saurian vertebrae is advanced as 
proof of ii supreme iilness for the pro- 
pulsion of an enormous frame during 
Occasional incursions on land. 

In n portion of the lirst thunder saur- 
ian skeleton found in the Coma Bluffs 
Trot'. Osborn discovered interesting evi- 
dence us to the probable cause of cxt'ne- 
tiou on the part of the dinosaurs. On 
the side of the spine were discovered 
large furrows ul regular intervals, made 
by sharply pointed teeth, which inter- 
vals correspond with the intervals be- 
tween the teeth of the Tyrtiiuiosaunis. 
With less direct circumstantial evidence 
: I is believed that the llllgc dinosaur 
had been attacked. probably nl the 

throat, as the most vulnerable point. 
Claws of Tremendous Power 
However, the sharp, serrated teeth 
were not the only distinction of the 
nnui-enting Tyraiinosaurus. Smaller in 
size, they wen- superior in agility, prac- 
tically bipedal, with u very long powerful 
hind limbs, upon which they advanced by 
running or springing, aud with short 
fore limbs, the exact usage of which it 
is difficult to ascertain. Both hands and

Plans have been formulated by a 
young Dane. lOiiuir MiUkelsen, for what 
promises to be un interesting expedition 
to the Arctic regions, the objective be- 
ing that pari of t he Polar ocean which 
lies immediately to Ihu west of the 
group of great islands known lis | In- 
Parry Archipelago, north of the northern 
coast of Camilla.

— -Hunks Land nnd Prince Patrick Island 
— extend to about the rj."iili meridian I 
west of Greenwich.

Mackenzie 'river and Of the northern 
shores of Alaska, lies un entirely unex- 
plored region. 

In Search of Land 
"These northern shores of the North I 
American continent comprise one of the | 
most tightly ice-bound coasts in the 
■world. The American whalers that come 
up from San Francisco in the summer, 
through the Bering straits, scarcely ever 
get out of sight of land. Even when 
n strong wind blows off the shore the

Its business is to 
wage a constant tight against the for es 
which combine to lay the seeds of sick- 
ness, disease ami dea Ih. In combatting 
these evils every public ollleial, every 
corporate body, and indeed, every private 
citizen, should lie found in the ranks. If 
this were so the department would he 
able io present a report thai would glad- 
den the heart of every lover of humanity 
as il is there are only loo many instances 
of carelessness, neglect, indifference and 
in si, me cases defiance, among those who 
are by every legal ami luornl obligation 
; bound to respect the regulations laid 
1 down for the public weal. 

Whilst nothing seems able to make 
i serious inroads upon Ihe splendid hen lib 
j statistics of ibis healthiest of provinces, 
i with its death rale up in the thousand. 
| there have been during the past year 
I several glaring instances of neglect to 
I report and to isolate, which are respnn- 
I sible for the spread of epidemics, and a 
regrettable increase in ihe list of fatali- 
ties. Scarlet fever hail a serious out- 
break at Kamloops, ami was not tiunlly 
I allayed without the sacrifice of life. The 
parties responsible were severely censur- 
ed hy the department for neglcting to 
adopt precautions which would almost 
certainly have confined the outbreak t> 
the initial cases. Measles and mumps 
have had a riotous time, in almost every 
town in the Province, during 101)5, lint 
whilst so general the attacks have not 
been serious, and have been attended 
by few fatalities. There is just now a 
deplorable outbreak of typhoid in Phoe- 
nix, from which four deaths have already 
resulted, and seventy cases have been 
treated. Tin- dread disease is supposed 

to hnv 'iginated at the local dairy 

which was found to be in hail condition. 
This is the old story, and it is not im- 
probable thai more typhoid has origin- 
ated from polluted milk t li it 1 1 from any 
other cause. The department .has acted 
with energy, and promptness, in this 
mailer, by prohibiting use of water from

O. Matheson, a well known news- 
paper man. is a defaulter and fugitive 
from justice. The aulhorilieis tire search- 
ing for him. His accounts ns treasurer 
of the town of Raymond are short 
something in excess of $2,000. The fu- 
gitive has been traced Io Ontario where 
he left his wife and child al the town 
of Milton. 

"Hi was bonded hy the Dominion ol! 
Canada Cuarantec and Security com- 
pany of Toronto and a demand has been 
tninie mi that company for restitution, 

"A communication was received hero 
several days ago from Matheson nil- 
niitting that a shortage existed and dis- 
claiming any knowledge of the manner 
in which it occurred. He had been 
in charge of the funds of the township' 
for nearly two years and handled some 
$15,000 annually. From the partial 
audit thus far made Matheson appar- 
ently falsified the hooks shortly after- 
lie look charge.

There 
Is almost certain to be a large Indus of 
immigrants, who will require large quan- 
litles of lumber, and settlers who have 
bad their first good crop may be expected 
lo extend their building operations. The 
amount of lumber used by the different 
rallwnys will also Increase the output of 
lumber largely. Some mills In Ibis prov- 
ince have sufficient orders for rough tim- 
bers lor three and four months ahead and, 
al fair prices. 

If the markel In the United Stales con- 
tinues to keep tile mills there supplied 
throughout the year, the British Colum- 
bia lumbermen may look forward to the 
besl year In the history of the traje, and 
If the Dominion g'weviuncnl see fit to put 
a duty of iwo dollars per thousand on' 
rough lumber coming Into this country, a j 
good Cnnadlnn trade will be assured, even:

The Knrnloops irrigation scheme will 
have the effect of .settling up and bring- 
ing under cultivation a large proportion 
ef land along the Thompson river. 

The clearing of hind in the wooded 
sections is a problem not yet solved, 
slumping powder is the most effective 
method, but the price is loo high for 
many on heavily wooded land. Stump 
pullers have yet to he constructed cop- 
aple of coping witli the large trees of 
Ihe province especially on the coast. 

The Improvement everywhere obser- 
vable in all branches of agriculture is 
without doubt to be attributed directly 
to the effect of the teaching carried on 
by the government through the medium 
of farmers institutes. The lessons de- 
rived from our own people and our 
neighbors in the adjoining states are 
made use of on all possible occasions. 
The publications issued by the depart- 
ment of agriculture nlso contribute 
largely to I his increased knowledge. 

The mosl noticeable influx of agri- 
cultural population has been In three 
sections of the province. In Kootennv, 
where fruit growing has taken such u 
linn hold on the shores of the lake, stim- 
ulated by the Kootenay ruit growers 
association, mid the Nelson fair. In 
Ihe Oknnagan, where large ranches like 
the Ellis and Barclay have been cut 
up into small lots, i and are rnpidiv being 
bought on the island of Vancouver and 
in the lower Fraser, where settlers are 
arriving in considerable numbers from 
the N. W. T. In Kootenay, ninny Eng- 
lishmen have settled, and one has been 
successful in producing the apples which 
look the Hanksian medal at tlm recent 
Colonial Fruit exhibition in London. 
Most of the fruit ranches in this sec- 
tion are small, but the ground is so fer- 
tile thttt heavy crops are easily raised. 
Berries yield from $300 to $400 an 
acre ami are shipped to tlov Northwest, i 
Land here costs from $50 to $100 an 
acre, uncleared, the cost of clearing does 
in. I exceed $50. 

Ill Ihe Oknnagan, fruit growing is the 
Maple and land is so productive (hat 
(here is a ready sale al $100 an acre. 
W. L. Shalford is rapidly disposing of 
the Ellis estate, and next season will 
see a large influx of settlers in (he 
neighborhood of Fentieton. The Sum- 
merland and Penclilnnd estates arc also 
being gol rid of at n great pace, and tliB 
latter is now a regular shipper of die 
luscious I'ruit, after which it is named 
Further south the strip of land, ten 
aniles long ami two wide, terminating at 
ICoreneos, which is destined to become 
Ihe show garden of the Dominion, is be- 
ing brought under euldvaton, and sub- 
divided to suit seniors. The well known 
Coultliard slate is beig laid out by W. 
II. Armstrong and no doubt will sell like 
the proverbial hot cakes, ll is ut present 
overshadowed by the premier fruit ranch 
of ('iinudn, Frank Riehtcrs, which ad- 
joins. With railway construction, pop- 
ulation and prosperity are coming apace 
to this section. 

Attracted to Island 

The Island of Vancouver and the lower 
Fraser have also attracted ninny who 
have tired of the strenuous life of the 
Northwest, and disposing of their farms 
(here, chiefly to American settlers, have 
turned their faces towards the more con- 
genial climate of die const. 

As far as the Island is concerned it 
cannot he Inn widely known (hat dairy 
fanning and fruit growing, if pursued 
with intelligence and Industry, are hound 
to be profitable, and cannot full to he 
pleasant under the conditions that pre- 
vail here. There is not a better farming 
section in die province than 'the Delta, 
and other parts of this island ure not in- 
ferior. There is a mistaken notion 
abroad that all the hind is heavily tim- 
bered. This is a mistake, the farm 
hind is liot (he fir land. To clear an 
acre of fir timber and remove the slumps 
would font in many instances It'iOO, and

ods drew round him a body of shrewd 
men us a council, who hope to continue 
his work of child rescue in the sumo 
spirit and upon the same lines. Today 
8,000 who were stranded on life s thresh- 
hold, without; a chance in this world, are 
being maintained, educated ami trained 
to be honest, Cod-fearing, loyal citizens 
of the empire. "ply First Arab tells 
iu the founder's own words how the 
homes began. „ _ _ _ . , 

(By Thos. J. Barnardo, P. It. C. S. Ed.) 
"I don't, live nowhere"' 

"Now, my lad, it is quite useless your 
trying to deceive me. Come over here 
and tell me the truth. What do you 
mean'.' Where do you eonici f rom I 
Where are your friends? Where did 
you sleep list night'.'" , . 

With this hunch of inquiries 1 felt 
that I could penetrate the toughest 
shield of falsi hood and deceit behind 
which the boy whose reply had so start- 
led ine might seek to hide. And cer- 
tainly, in calling this child to my side 
that I might question him more close- 
ly, I never supposed that his was a true 
account Of himself. 

For two or three years, 1 had so far 
as my medical studies left me.titne, been 
conducting a voluntary night school 
among rough boys and girls, the chil- 
dren of the poorer laboring class. i 
thus had necessarily revealed to me 
much of the privation and suffering 
which so often fall at an earlv age 
to the lot of the children of tin very 
poor. I had encountered many ragged 
.hungry and even cruelly ill-used little 
.ones; but never as yet hail a genuine 
Arab boy, utterly homeless and friend- 
Jess, crossed my path. Indeed. I had 
thought in my ignorance that the race 
existed only on .paper, and that the stor- 
ies about their condition and sufferings 
in London and other large cities, which 
had occasionally attracted my attention, 
were mainly duo to the fertile imagina- 
tions of certain writers, whose love for- 
the sensational had, I feared, overcome' 
their strict regard for truth. I had, too, 
a vague notion that homeless children, 
if such really existed anywhere, were for 
the most part orphans, who were event- 
ually taken due care of by the Parish 
or Workhouse authorities. 

I have, therefore, to admit that at that 
time I knew really nothing of that, hap- 
less class of young children, who, in the 
fierce struggle for existence, suffer more 
keenly than any other, chiefly because, 
being children, they are less able to re- 
sist the pressure of cold, hunger, naked- 
ness froindlessness and temutatiou. 

It is very many years since this little 
lad told me that "he lived nowhere." It 
would not perhaps have been at all won- 
derful if an event which occurred so long 
ago had entirely faded from my memory. 
Hut I never can erase from my mind and 
heart the impressions then created for 
the first time: indeed they really changed 
for mi! the whole purpose, character and 
motives of my life. 

My days were devoted mainly to atten- 
dance at the dissecting-room or the hos- 
pital, ami most of my evenings to study. 
I nevertheless reserved two nights n 
week, which I called my free nights, and 
which, as well as the whole of Sunday, 
were given up to the conduct of a ragged 
school situated in a room in the heart of 
squalid Stepney. 

How well I remember that pool lit- 
tle room! It bad originally been, I think 
a stable — not such a stable as Uelgraviu 
knows, but simply u shed where don- 
keys had been keot. Boards had been 
placed over the rough earth. The raft- 
ers had been wihtened, and so had the 
wall: but the accumulated dirt deposits 
of three or four years had changed the 
color to a dingier hue. Yot I and my 
student friends who helped mo thought 
it an admirable room, for was it not wa- 
ter-tight ami windtight? Had we not 
good bars to the windows, almost capable 
of resisting a seigeV And in those day . 
niid in that quarter those bars constH 
tuted a by no means unnecessary pre- 
caution! Above all, was it not situated 
right in the very heart of an overcrowd- 
ed, poverty-stricken district, tilled with 
little pne-Story houses of four rooms each, 
every room containing its family? Anil 
did iiot these families supply the tumul- 
tuous horde of youngsters who crowded 
eagerly round our doors, called each one 
of "us ■'teacher." listened, with varying 
degrees of attention, to what we had 
to 'say, or yelled in chorus some tune- 
ful melody? 

Such was the cradle of my work — n 
poor donkey-shed in an I3ast-Knd street! 
and here it was that, on one ever-mem- 
orable evening, after the general body 
of my young scholars had gone home, 
I noticed, standing on the hearth near 
the large tire kept burning at one end 
of the room a little ragged lad. who I ob- 
served had listened ouietly throughout 
the evening. lie showed no signs of leav- 
ing, and yet it was time to put. the 
lights out. So I said: 

"Come, my lad, it's time to go home 
now." 

To this no reply was at first given. 

"Come, I say, you had better go home 
at once." Then I added, somewhat 
doubtfully: "If you don't, your mother 
will be asking for you." 

"Please, sir," slowly drawled the lad, 
"let me stop." 

"Stop!" said 1; "What for? Indeed I 
cannot. I am going to turn the lights 
out; and look the door. It's quite lime 
for a little boy like you to go home and 
get to bed. What do you want to stop 
for?" 

"Please, sir," he repeated, "do let me 
stop; I won't do no 'arm." 

•'I cannot let you stop, my boy. Why 
do you want to stop? You ought to go 
home at once. Your mother will know 
the other boys have gone, and will won- 
der what keeps you so late." 

"T ain't got; no mother." 

"But — your father? Where is ho?" 

"1 ain't got no father," 

"Stuff and nonsense, my boy," I said, 
somewhat brusquely. "Don't tell me such 
stories! You say you have not got eith- 
er a father or a mother, Where are your 
friends, then? Where do you live?" 

"Ain't go no friends. Don't live no- 
where!"

I could not help feeling that there was 
something behind it which needed in- I 
quiring into. So I called the boy to me | 
in tiie words with which this little story 
opened. 

It was with slow and heavy steps that 
the boy came nearer, lie moved each 
foot as though it were weighted, ami 
■some seconds elapsed before he was close 
enough to let me look at him narrowly. 
Hut at last he stood directly in front 
of me, either a lying young scamp win) 
deserved a good whipping, or one of the 
saddest little urchins I had ever seen. 
Which was it? 

1 looked searehiugly at the child — for 
ho was little more than a child — and to 
this hour, as 1 close my eyes the face and 
figure of the boy stand out sharp anil 
clear before my mental vision. He bad a 
small, spare, stunted frame, anil he was 
clad in miserable rags — loathsome from 
their dirt — without either shirt, shoes or 
stockings. Sure enough I could sec that 
here was a phase of poverty far beneath 
anything with which the noisy, wayward 
children of my ragged school had farad 
iarised me. 

"How old are you, my boy?" 1 said at 
last. 

"Ten sir," he replied slowly. Ho 
looked older; but his poor little body 
seemed fitter for a boy of seven or eight. 
His face was not that of a child. It hail 
a careworn, old-mannish look, only re- 
lieved by the bright keen glances of his 
small, sharp eyes. This sadly ovorwise 
face of his together with the sound of Ids 
querulous, high-pitched tones, as lie re- 
sponded glibly to my questions, conveyed 
to my mind — I knew not why — an acute 
sense of pain. 

Now the ice was broken, 1 closely 
cress-examined him, but I am bound to 
say that there was a ring of truth and 
reality in his voice, and an unconscious 
air of sincerity about him, which soon 
convinced me, ore my inquiries had pro- 
ceeded far, that I was on the threshold 
of a revelation. 

"Do you mean to say, my boy," 1 at 
length asked for the second or third time 
"that you really have no home at all. anil 
that you have no father or mother or 
friends?" 

"That's the truth, sir. I ain't tellin' 
you no lies." 

"Where did you sleep last uight?" I 
added. 

"Down in Whitoclia pel. along o' the 
'aymarket. in one o' them carts tilled 
with 'ay." 

"How was it you came to the school:" 

" 'Cos, sir, I met a chap as I know'd. j 
and he tell'd me to come up 'ere to the 
school, to get warm; an' he sod p'raps 
you'd let me lie' nigh the tire all night." 

"But.," I said, "we don't keep open all 
night." 

"I won't do no"arm, sir," re repeated, 
•if only you'll let me stop. Please do. 



It was a raw winter night, anil tin' 
sharp and bitter cast wind seemed to 
pierce to the very hone, no matter how 
snugly one was wrapped up 1 looked at 
the little lad whom 1 now know the Lord 
had sent me, and could not but see how 
ill-prepared he was to resist the incle- 
ment weather. -My heart sank as I re- 
flected, "if all that this pour boy says Is 
true, httw much he must have suffered"' 

Then, too, fur the first time iu my life 
there rushed upon me with ovcrwheitiihiK 
force this thought: "Is ii possible that iu 
this great city there are others also 
homeless and destitute, who are as 
young as this boy. as helpless, and ns ill- 
prepared as he to withstand the trials 
of cold and hunger ami exposure?" Sure- 
ly it. cannot be possible, I thought, that 
tonight there arc many such in this great 
Loudon of ours, ibis city of wealth, of 
open Itibles, of Gospel preaching, and o( 
Ragged Schools? 

I turned to the poor little fellow who 
stood anxiously awaiting my decision. 

"Tell me, my lad." I asked at length, 
"are there other poor boys like you in 
Loudon without home or friends?" 

A grim smile of something like wondei 
at my ignorance lighted up his lace us In 1 
promptly replied : 

"Oh! yes. sir; lots — 'caps on 'em; 
more'n I could count." 

This was too much of a bad thing. The 
boy. really must be lying! Ai any rate, 
I resolved to put the mutter to an im- 
mediate test. Suiciy fads would not 
bear the hoy out! So 1 asked - ' Now if I 
am willing to give you some hot .-oiler 
and a place to sleep in, will you take me 
to where some of these hoys are, us yon 
say. lying ejul. iu the streets and show um 
their hiding places?" 

My challenge was promptly accepted. 

Would he? Wouldn't lie just ! 

I know not; what vision- of Elysium 
eame into thai poor boy's mind at tin- 
bare locution of the warm meal and 
cosy shelter; but a ravenous, almost wol- 
fish, expression stole over hi- face ns I 
spoke. He nodded his head in rapid ns- 
scut, and when 1 said. "Now, my boy. 
come along." he obeyed with wonderful- 
ly quickened steps. 

He had not much to say on t he way t" 
my dwelling, which was close by the 
London Hospital, hut be kept 
me, his little bare feet goi 
palter, on the cold paveuienl 
rags nulled tightly across bis 



they put me into the school. I wor all 
right there, but sooii arter, mother died, 
an' then L mimed away from the 'ouse."

la 188:! New Year's Day loll on a 
Monday, a.s it does Li 1906, mid the 
first Issue of the Colonist for that year 
was on Wednesday, January 3rd. A 
glanee ut its pages may not be with- 
out interest, especially as It displays 
some features which confirm the popu- 
lar Impression that Victoria is conser- 
vative — of course in a non-politic. il 
sense. 

First as to the make-up of the pa- 
per, the issue consisted of four pages, 
for which subscribers paid the same 
price as today, when they get Mi, 1", 
IU and sometimes 24 pages. 

The four pages contained twenty- 
elght columns, no less than eighteen, 
or sixty-live per cent., being devoted 
to advertising matter. Whilst the Col- 
onist is naturally proud of its adver- 
tising patronage, it would not find it 
easy to propitiate its subscribers with 
thirty-live per cent, of reading matter 
today, it is at o.iec a testimony to tn.e 
stability of the city anil to the busi- 
ness: capacity of its tradesmen that 
among the udvertiHers of 18S3 are to 
be found many names which are .still 
on the pages of the Colonist. These 
include Rlthet & Co.. then Welch, 
Kithol ii: Co., J. Boscowltz, The While 
House, D. Spencer. C. K. Rcilfer.i, 
Goodacre & Dooley, John Weller, T. X. 
Hlbben anil many others. A striking 
feature of the make-up is that hi 1883 
six columns of the front page were 
given over to advertising anil only one 
to reading matter. 

Then, as now, dry goods houses used 
the larger space, 1>. Spencer tilling a 
whole column. Land notices take up 
a considerable space, among them one 
signed It. P. Hlttiet, secretary of the 
Moodyvllle Saw -Mill Company, for 
permission to purchase 010 acres ol 
laud on the east side of Thurlow Isl- 
and. There are on the front page two 
conspicuous notices signed by Noah 
Shakespeare, mayor, the one a by-law 
to regulate the election of a mayor anil 
councillors for the city of Victoria in 
the vear 1883; the other a by-law to 
amend the by-law for prohibiting the 
erection of wooden buildings. Mr. 
Shakespeare still does yeoman service 
for the Capital City in a department 
which is the chief dispenser of Xmas 
joys to a community of twenty-live 
thousand souls, with all the kindliness 
and courtesy which characterized mm 
of yore. 

In 1SS3 Canada's first great transcon- 
tinental railway hail not reached the 
western coast, hut was battling with 
the forces of nature along the banks 
of the Fruser. An interesting adver- 
tisement signed A. Onderdonk. general 
manager, appearrf on the 'first page, 
dated from the office of the contract- 
ors of the Canadian Pacific Railway at 
Yale. It Is an appeal for white labor, 
and gives tho .schedule of wages, me 
hignest being $123 a month for over- 
seers and the lowest $1.50 a day tor 
laborers. M. J. Haney who in 1897 
and 1SU8, built the Crow's Nest rail- 
way, and who is today one of the fore- 
most engineers in Canada, was then 
winning his spurs as engineer lo Mr. 
Onderdonk. 

There Is one interesting little adver- 
tisement, especially in view of tho 
vigorous attempt of the hitter day 
realists to dethrone the veritable San- 
ta Clans, It is a notice of a literary en- 
tertainment in the Philharmonic hall 
for the purpose of procuring a har- 
monium for the girl's department of 
the Victoria public .schools. The pro- 
gramme concluded with the amusing 
Xmas masque entitled, "The False Sir 
Santa Claus," and to think unit in spite 
of this exposure the old gentleman 
still survives, and is a.s popular as 
ever. 

It might be a dang.- cus experiment 
to invade the domain of the dry goods 
advertisements. Still, unless it he a 
dream, there are suggestions which 
seem to strike a recollectlve chord, and 
reminiscences of fashions long since 
consigned to limbo by the phlllsttne 
male which recently have shown fate- 
ful indications of recrudescence, such 
as "hoop skirts and dress improvers," 
but let that pass; it was probably 
nothing worse than a Christmas night- 
mare. 

Among such a preponderance of ad- 
vertising it Is singular lo observe that, 
with one solitary exception, there are 
no advertisements by real estate 
agents— the exception is M. Mowe.iberg, 
and this is assuredly one of the 
greatest contrasts presented to the 
Colonist of today. Patent medicines 
figure largely, and here it may be noted 
that while the various ills that flesh is 
heir to seem to be permanent, and to 
vary but little from one generation to 
another, the names of the specifics 
change from age to age. Thus In 18SI1 
the one certain remedy for everything 
ranging from cancel- to catarrh was 
Dr. Spinney's Cure; today it. .seems to 
In- Dr. Pierce's, and one half wonders " 
there is tiny relationship. Dr. Spinney, 
who hailed from 'Frisco, was bold; he 
guaranteed to forfeit $500 "for every 
ense of every kind which he undertakes 
hut does not Jure." cue well known 
"purifier" still survives in Burdook's 
Blood Bitters; how long it will con- 
tinue in face of the alcohol invcsnga- 
tion is another matter. 

With a reference to two striking ad- 
vertisements this brief resume must 
close. One is quoted because if is an 
early illustration of what has now-a- 
days become so general, the art of 
writing catchy ads. It Is reproduced 
in full. A flattering sign of ine times. 
Among business men is a craving for 
room — room — room! But echo only 
answers where can we llnd room to 
display our beautiful Xmas goods? T. 
i\\ lli'hben it Co." 

The other will no doubt recall tender 
memories of the little group of devout 
worshippers who in 1883 gathered to 
read and meditate upon the writings 
of a theologian, whose personal char- 
acter was as attractive a.s his theories 
were unconvincing. B. Williams, Johu- 
son street, near Douglas, would sell a. 
complete "Swedenbm-g Library." Was 
there a remnant at the Swedenborg 
cult In Victoria, and is it 0x111101? 

There are, however, other features 
of the Colonist of January 3rd, 1883, 
which claim attention. The editor was 
IX W. Iligghis, so well known, and so 
long and honorably associated with 
the public life of Victoria, and today, 
as he approaches the limit: of the span 
of life, occupying the editorial chair of 



the Vancouver World. air. l-Iiggins' 
recent literary work in his two well- 
known books "The Mystic Spring," and 
"The Passing of a Race," constitute tho 
most notable contribution to Coast lit- 
erature, und show that neither his skill 
nor his vigor are abated. In 1S8H he 
was pegging away in the editorial col- 
umns or the Colonist against the In- 
efficiency of the tire department, and 
the insufficiency of the post office ac- 
commodation. In dealing witli the 
former he pointed a moral by quoting 
the recent destruction of the Driard 
hotel. Has the lesson been • well und 
linally learned in 11)05? 

Among the news Items are many 
which will he referred to with Interest. 
The first column of the front page is 
devoted lo cabled Items. William 
O'Brie.i'.s trial for seditious libel pub- 
lished in United Ireland, had just com- 
menced. He subsequently served a 
term of Imprisonment, aut tenipora, 
aut mores! Only six months ago he 
addressed a public meeting in Toronto 
in the interests of the Irish propagan- 
da. Then follows Secretary James 
Blaine's circular deprecating European 
interference in Panama affairs. This 
question is still witli us, but in how 
different a form! By far the most im- 
portant and historic news item is of 
the death of Leon C.ambetta, the great 
French Tribune. A true orator, a true 
patriot, and a true statesman. He 
might have ruled France but, like two 
of the most brilliant men in English 
public life who were his contempor- 
aries, he could not rule himself, and he 
shares with Charles Stewart Parnell 
ana Sir Charles Dllke Othello's epitaph. 
The comments of the English papers 
"which follow the account of his death 
are all eulogistic. The French Debats 
concludes with the words: "Much will 
he forgiven Gambetta in consideration 
of Ills love for France." 

There is an interesting despatch, 
especially in view of what transpired 
subsequently, canvassing the appoint- 
ment of Sir Charles Dllke to the presi- 
dency of the local government board. 
It is pathetic to read this high enco- 
mium upon his ability and promise so 
shortly before he passed under the 
cloud from which ho was never to 
vauei'se. 

Of Canadian Xews of note there is 
rather a dearth. A brief despatch 
signed "John A. Macdonald," summons 
the Federal Parliament to meet on 
February 8th. Then, there Is a state- 
ment that land has been secured at Ot- 
tawa, at a cost of $8f>,000, for the erec- 
tion of new departmental buildings. 

In the light of recent boom prices i.i 
Winnipeg, a despatch from the prairie 
city is noteworthy. It tells that A. W, 
Ross has sold the corner of Portago 
avenue and Main street for .$115 to an 
English syndicate who will erect a 
palatial brick block. The block subse- 
quently erected is now the properly: 
of the Canadian Life Insurance Co., 
and on the basis of recent sales on 
Main street, would fetch not less than 
$200,000. A wire from Chicago tells 
of the installation of a complete cable 
traction system. Singularly enough a 
cable from Yokohama tells of army re- 
organization. 

Father Neptune does not seem to 
have changed much, as there is a 
long account of his \ugaries on the 
Coast, but on this occasion his fury, 
seems to have been expended off Sa-r 
Francisco, where there were numerous 
wrecks. A later despatch says that 
that city was treated to a snowstorm 
on Christmas eve. 

Among the local news items are to 
be found Mr. C. E. Rodforn's mayoralty 
address to the ratepayers, and notico 
of the arrival of the S. S. Idaho from 
the North, with the report of a gale of 
74 miles an hour velocity, which puts 
um- recent record of 54 entirely in tho 
shade. The '.lew Church of England 
school house on the corner of Rue and 
Quadra streets was opened on this 
date. 

Correspondence Is but poorly repre- 
sented in .1 letter of a dozen lines, 
from ti workman, complaining that a 
boy is employed on the Esquimau dry; 
dock at $2 a day. Probably the readi- 
ness of the Colonist at all times to 
throw open its columns to correspond- 
ence litis led to the very notable de- 
velopment of this independent expres- 
sion of opinion which is such a feature! 
of the paper today. 

To conclude this dip Into long closed 
pages reference can only be made to 
two other Items, but they are both of 
prime Importance. No one reading the 
very modest announcement that James 
Cordon Bennett had deeided to lay two 
cables across the Atlantic, because ho 
would no longer consent to be at tho 
mercy of John Reader In Europe, and 
Jay Gould in America, could have for- 
seen the truly magnificent achieve- 
ments and status of the Commercial 
Cable Company today, and the marvel- 
ous part it has played in the history 
of the world during the last two de- 
cades of the nineteenth century. Sim- 
il-nly no one reading a long and pessi- 
mistic article, copied for the informa- 
tion of Canadian readers front tho 
London World, anent the decadence of 
the Hudson's Bay Company, could have 
foretold the recent rejuvenescence of 
that Ancient and Honorable Company, 
dating from the days of Prince Rupert, 
which was the pioneer and is still in 
many respects, the premier commercial 
institution in British North America,

THROUGH THE NORTHWEST PASSAGE 



Norwegian Did Feat That for Three Centuries Had Baffled Navigators-- 
Discovered True Magnetic Pole— His Little Schooner a Mere Cockleshell 
—Party q\t Eight Stole Through All Well Where Big Ships Had Failed. 



Capt. Roland Amundsen 1ms achieved 
the grout honor of being the first navi- 
gator to sail from Europe to America 
by way of the Noithwest Passage. 
Word was received in New York yester- 
day that Amundsen lias arrived at 
Fort Egbert, 30 •■ -.rlo City, Alaska, hav- 
ing left his little schooner, the Gjoa, 
iwii.it all well on board', at.

PRO MINENT SCIENTIST ON THE 

RESULT OF THE HERRING INDUSTRY 




Great Interest, is displayed in New 
York scientific circles over the publish- 
ed statement that Captain Roand 
Amundsen, of Norway, in bis forty-six 
ton sloop, the Gjoa, had forced the 
Arctic northwest passage, a feat which 
explorers have attempted since 1497, 
when John Cabot and his sail under- 
took the perilous mission. 

Dr. Frederick A. Cook, of Brooklyn, 
Antarctic and Arctic explorer, who was 
a member of the same expedition with 
Captain Amundsen seven years ago, 
spoke in the highest praise of the Nor- 
wegian. Captain Amundsen was first 
mate of the vessel, and during the time 
they were associated Dr. Cook said that 
he was able to understand the wonder- 
ful powers of Amundsen and the ten- 
acity of purpose with which lie met 
every undertaking. Dr. Cook said: 



"I knew Amundsen well. As first 
mate of our expedition he proved him- 
self not only a congenial companion, 
but a man of wonderful resources. 
Amundsen had one hobby. That was 
to find the magnetic pole, r do not lay 
so much stress on the passage of the 
Northwest straits as 1 do the reported 
discovery of the magnetic pole. Am- 
undsen wanted to make this passage 
in order to find the needle. It was the 
discovery of the pole that was upper- 
most in his mind, and we discussed the 
subject through many a dreary Arctic 
night. 

•Amundsen's family is wealthy. I. 
am quite sure that he assumed the 
larger part of the expense, which will 
not exceed $25,000.

There is a general agreement among 
fishermen that herrings sometimes 
make a squeaking noise when they are 
freshly taken out of the water. I have 
never heard this sound myself, but 
lucre is so much concurrent testimony 
to the fact that I do not doubt ItJ and 
it occurs to me that It may be pro- 
duced when the herrings are quickly 
brought up from some depth by means 
of this arrangement, For under these 
circumstances the air, which the ulr- 
bludder contains, expands to such a 
degree, on being relieved from the pres- 
sure of the water, that deep-sea fishes 
with a closed air-bladder which are 
brought to the surface rapidly are 
sometimes fairly turned inside out by 
the immense distension, or even burst- 
ing, of the air-bladder. If the same 
tiling should happen to the herring the 
like misfortune would not befall it, 
for the air would be forced out of the 
opening In question, and might readily 
enough produce the squeak which Is 
reported.

The remarkable trial of Hugh Watt, 
the former member of parliament, 
London, charjed with inciting hired 
agents to murder his divorced wife, 
Julia "Watt, and Sir Reginald Bes.u- 
champ, ended Thursday with a verdict 
of guilty.

But it is not known lo 
occur hi the seas of southern t.uiope, 
nor m any part of Ine inter-tropical 
water, | ocean, nor in tne southern hemlspnere, 
Tnere are four Britisn fishes whici). 
so closely resemble herrings, external- 
ly and mternaily, that, tnough practi- 
cal men may not be In any danger of 
nave nol always succeeded in denning 
tneir differences. These are the sprat,

Tne sprat comes nearest; Indeed 
young Herrings and «prats nave often 
been confounded, together, and doubts 
have been tnrown on cue specific uis- 
tln'ctlness of the two. Yel if a .sprat 
and a young herring of tne same size 
were placed side- by side .even their ex- 
ternal dillerencei leave no doubt of 
tneir distinctness, 'the sprat's lower 
Jaw is shorter; the shields m the mid- 
dle of tne belly nave a sharper keel, 
whence tile ventral edge is more like a 
saw; and the ventral nn lies vertically 
under the front edge of the dorsal tin, 
or even in front of it; while in the her- 
ring, tnougn the position of the ventral 
lin varies a little, it lies more or less 
behind tne front margin of the dorsal 
ha.

I Shads and pilchards have a common 
! character by which they are very eas- 
j ily distinguished from both sprat and 
; herring. There is a horizontal told of

over they have no teeth in the Inside 
of the mouth, and their pyloric caeca, 
are very numerous — a hundred or more 
— their openings being disposed live or 
six in a row. 

The shads have a deep narrow notch 
in the middle line of the uppe* Jaw, 
which is absent in the pilchard. The 
intestine of the shad is short and 
straight, like that of the herring; 
while that of the pilchard is long and 
folded several times upcu itself. 

Both of these fishes, again, possess 
a very curious structure, termed an 
accessory branchial organ, which is 
found more highly developed in other 
fishes of the herring family, and at- 
tains Us greatest development in a 
fresh-water llsh, the Hetcrdtis, which 
inhabits the Nile. This organ Is very 
rudimentary in the shad (in which it 
was discovered by Gegenbaur), but it 
is mucn larger in the pilchard, in 
which, so far as I know, it "has not 
heretofore been noticed. In Cliailos and 
ral other Clupeoid fishes it becomes 
coiled upon itself, and in Hctcrotis kiie 
colled organ makes many turns. The 
organ is commonly supposed to be res- 
piratory in function; tut this is V-iry 
doubtful. 

Herrings which have attained ma- 
turity and are dlsteil l-m by the greatly 
enlarged milt or roe :.re ready tj ahe'i 
tile contents of these organs, or, as it 
Is said, to spawn.

The work thus humbly begun has since 
prospered mightily, extending far beyond 
any .lioughts of mine.

Among these was the Village Home for 
Cirls at Ilford, JOssex, started in llio year 
1873, which now benignly shelter 1,200 
little girls rescued from destitutiou, 
from the perils of orphanhood, or from 
the greater dangers of the workhouse and 
the streets.

and our clear conclusion from all this 
evidence is, that the herring spawns at 
two seasons of the year, in the spring 
and In the autumn. We have hitherto 
met with no case of full or spawning; 
herrings being found In any locality 
during what may be termed the sof- 
sitlal months, namely, June and- De- 
cember; and il would appear that .such 
herrings arc never (or rarely) taken 
in May or the early part of July, in 
I the latter part of November or the 
early part of January. But a, 
spring spawning certainly occurs 
in the latter part of January, in Feb'- 
I ruary, In March, and in April; and an 
autumn spawning in the latter pari of 
i July in August September, October, 
I and even as late as November. Talcing' 
I all parts of the British coast together 
j February and March are the great! 
months for the autumn spawning, it 
is not at all likely that the same li.sn 
spawn twice a year; on the contrary, 
the spring and autumn shoals arc pro- 
bably perfectly distinct; and if the her- 
ring, according to the hypothesis ad- 
vanced above, come to maturity in a, 
year, the shoals of each spawning sea- 
son would be the fry of the twelve- 
month before. However, no direct evi- 
dence can lie adduced hi favor of this 
supposition, and it would, be extremely 
diflicult to obtain such evidence." 

1 believe that these conclusions, con- 
firmatory of those of previous careful 
observers are fully supported by all tho 
evidence which has been collected, aud 
the fact that this species of llsh has 
two spawning seasons, one in the hot- 
test and one in the coldest months of 
the year, is very curious. 

Another singular circumstance con- 
nected with the spawning of the her- 
ring is the great variety of the condi- 
tions, apart from the temperature, lo 
Which the fish- adapts itself in perform- 
ing this function. On our own coasts, 
herrings spawn in water from 10 lo 
twenty fathoms, and even at greater 
depths, and hi a. sea. full of oceanic 
saltness. Nevertheless herrings spawn 
just as freely, not only in the narrows 
of the Baltic, such as the Great Belt, 
in which the water Is not half as salt 
as h is in the. North Sea and la tho 
Atlantic, but even In such long Inlets 
as the Schlel in Schleswlg, the water 
of which Is unite drinkable and Is In- 
habited by freshwater Iish. Hero the 
herrings deposit their eggs in two or 
three feet of water; and they are found 
along with their eggs of fresh water 
Iish, slicking In abundance to such 
freshwater plants as PotamogCtOH.

For the first time since the great! 
strike twenty years ago the C. B. &

neers, an agreement having been 
made with the brotherhood recently. 

The United Garment Workers are 
now printing all of their own union 
labels With a $7,000 press recently pur- 
chased. It cost the organization from 
$35,000 to $40,000 annually for the li- 
bels heretofore.

The last "(rood night," lu tliis old year;

As r sit before my open fire, with the

"Quiz" — My cakes, when using soda 
are splendid; but in using baking powder 
.they appear curdy, as though some of (he 
Ingredients separated from the others, 
can you tell me why '! 

Also my short bread cracks ail over 
the top notwithstanding all my care, ami 
spreads out. If you will give a few hints 
in the firs I issue 1 shall he much obliged 

Answer. — The trouble is with the 
calces, doubtless .lite to the method of 
heat ing anil mixing. 

First silt Hour and baking powder to- 
gether twice or even three times. Beat 
sugar ami butter lill creamy and beaten 
yolks of eggs, and bent again till velvets' 
smooth. Then add milk or water and 
beat again tor a minute. Add Hour little 
by little, beating or stirring always in 
one direction and add whipped whites of 
eggs last of all. 

i Much depends, too. upon the baking 
and in gettiug the cake into tin' oven 
quickly, as the mixture should he made 
firm while the effervescing process is go- 
ing on. Now as to (he heat of the oven. 
It is the usual failing to have the oven 
too hot. Still too cold an oven means a 
ruined cake. If layer cakes are being 
made they must have it hotter oven than 
loaf cake! because they mast bake quick- 
ly to be good. I. oaf cakes require about 

the same heat as bread and si Id rise 

ami begin to bake before browning much 
'Then cover with paper, keep tin even 
heat. 

Leave in the pan with the paper slill 
over it 15 minutes after removing it from 
the oven, never turn a loaf cake upside 
down to coid. or to set away. While cool- 
ing in the pan set the pan on an inverted 
sieve or colander BO that the air may cir- 
culate around it. All delicate light cakes 
depend for their quality upon strictly 
•fresh eggs and upon pulverised sugar 
They must be quickly put together, beat- 
en with rapidity at lirsl and more slowly 
Howards the last and baked in an oven 
not too cool. Long stirring makes h 
sticky. 

In beating a cake beat as though to 
stiffen the whites of eggs. 

The shortbread was probably mixed 
too hard, and put into an- oven whose 
heal was on the increase. The oven 
should be hottest tit the very first and 
slightly, very slightly, cooler as the 
bread has begun to bake. 

Always brush the shortbread with 
cohl water or milk as it goes into the 
oven, and prick (he sheet with a fork. 
Hero is a good recipe for short bread.

fills of sugar, a little salt, and enough 
sweet milk, or water, to make a soft 
dough. Handle as little as possible and 
mix as quickly as possible. Roll to lit a 
large dripping pan, pierce with fork, 
brush over with water ami place ia a 
quick oven, with regular heat. 

One of my readers has asked for a 
recipe for "Parsnip wine." something I 
know nothing of and can find no recipe 
for. Will some one please help us by 
calling and bringing the recipe asked for 
with them?

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The Victoria theatre 1ms undergone 
many changes since the ltoseiau Comic 
Opera company made its last pertor 
miunce before Christmas and when the 
local showliouse is again opened tomor- 
row evening when the engagement of
